Nearly every other civilized nation 
in the world is getting along faster 
than the United States in this struggle 
to move with the times. Great 
Bri­ 
tain, the most democratic and there­ 
fore in certain ways the most wieldy 
of these nations, is actually changing 
J not only her out ward form of gov­ 
ernment hut even her economic bal­ 
ance in the 
desperate 
struggle 
to 
catch up with the new facts. Our own 
nation, with its immense centralized 
vested interests holding on to prop­ 
erty "rights" and resisting all change 
is one of the most puzzling and dang­ 
erous cases of arrested development 
in the world. 
In the light of these facts we are 
frankly sorry that Taft is again a 
candidate. Even if he can be re-elect­ 
ed he cannot possibly stop this world­ 
wide forward movement toward de­ 
mocracy. He personally cannot even 
delay it much. He can, in fact, do lit­ 
tle more than get run over. There 
have been many times in the world s 
history when 
Tafts 
were 
needed. 
There will he times again. But a Taft 
today is a danger-spot. He calls to 
mind, to indulge in another metaphor 
a stout-hearted and muscular volun 
te£r on a boat in the rapids, devot 
lug himself to the task of heading up 
stream while his craft sweeps blind­ 
ly on down among the rocks.

STRIKE AT DENISON 


CAUSES TROUBLE 


Denison, Tex,, 
Oct. 
4.—D eclaring 
that unless the city officials give the 
railroad m ore police protection d u r­ 
ing the strike in Denison, they will 
ask for State R angers to be sent to 
Denison, local railroad officials gave 
out a statem ent that they have been 
afforded absolutely no protection by 
the city police force, aud th at it will 
be necessary to ask for state help 
unless the city affords them more 
protection. 
During the early hours of last night 
a mob of men and boys began to 
gather about the Union Station used 
by passenger train s and as the mob 
increased in size the m em bers began 
to jeer and hoot at the special deput­ 
ies in charge of the old Depot H otel, 
where the Katy strikebreakers are 
housed. Several 
tim es 
rocks 
were 
hurled at the officers and about 8 
o’clock one man was arrested by Of­ 
ficer D. B urris and taken to the city 
police station. The mob, consisting of 
about 300, followed close to the offi­ 
cer and prisoner. Upon reaching the 
curbing in front of the police sta­ 
tion, someone struck the officer back 
of the ear with a rock. He drew his 
gun and fired a shot to the ground, 
intending to scatter the crowd. The 
shot had no effect on the crowd and 
they pushed ever closer than ever to 
the prisoner and officer. 
The m an arrested was finally land­ 
ed in the building and the crowd de­ 
manded th at he be turned loose at 
once, and broke out a large glass in 
the police office door. The prisoner 
was turned loose by the officer and, 
with cheers from the crowd, joined 
his com rades again. 
The crowd then made for the old 
depot, where they pushed as close to 
the officers as they cared to and with 
hoots and jeers, backed by a few 
rocks, surged back and forth until 
until about IO o’clock, w hen they grad 
ually left in twos and threes. 
At different intervals during the 
tim e the crowd was around the de­ 
pot officers fired shots in the air, 
w7hich was done to scare the crowd, 
but which seemed to have no effect. 
■Mayor Acheson appeared before the 
crowd and tried to make a talk, urg­ 
ing the men to not do anything rash, 
but on account of the noise he could 
not he heard very far.

cret agents of the president-elect. Oc­ 
tober 15 is the date said to have been 
fixed for the beginning of the new in­ 
surrection. According to one who has 
the confidence of Madero, it is said, 
the tijiatencb? of ^secret caches of 
arm s, which were rem oved, through 
connivance of a political official, be­ 
fore they could be seized was found.
